But herein | hope 
to convince them, and all impartial Read- 
ers, that I have not deſerv'd ſuch Puniſh» 
ments ; aſſuring my Readers,that if what 
I ſhall publiſh upon this occaſion, ſhall, 
upon a publick and legal Examination, be 
found falſe, in ſuch caſe I am deſerving 
ſuch Puniſhments.

Bancroft's talking to me, made me 
very uneaſie, and deſirous to be re- 
mov'd from thence, having no Paſſion 
to gratifie, however | might think m 
lelt depriv'd of Engliſh Liberty, by 
in being confin'd unheard ; and, in all 
probability, had Bancroft then been call'd 
upon to {wear againſt me, he would 
have {worn otherwiſe than he did 
lately ; and then I might not have been 
judg'd guilty of any Contempt.

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At the Month's end Bancroft deliver'd 
me a Charge for being there, ſomething 
under Five Pounds, which he deſired 
me to pay. I anſwer'd, as I was in. 
daily expeCtation of being heard touch- 
ing the {aid Accuſation (believing I ſhould 
not have been denied or delayed thus, ) 
and he knowing, if I was clear'd I was 
not to pay the Fees, or any Expen- 
ces, I refuſed to pay him; and then 
Bancroft declar'd, as he had oiten, that 
if the Earl of Straſford was to pay him he 
ſhould never get any thing, and there- 
fore had rather 1 ſhould pay him: For 
which, among, other Reaſons, I believe 
I was removed from thence to one 
Burleigh's in Hungerford.
